The body of a Los An> 
geles County fireman, miss¬ 
ing in the rugged snow 
covered Piute Mountains of 
Sequoia National Forest was 
found early Saturday after¬ 
noon by Miner Harkness of 
the famed Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team. It 
ended a week long search 
by Kern County Sheriffs and 
many volunteers for Stanley 
Woods 36, of West Covlm, 
who failed to return from a 
trip into the area in search 
of deserted mines. From 18 
to 24 inches of snow had 
fallen on the area during 
the week erasing all tracks 
or clues which could aid in 
the search. 

The Sierra Madreans were 
called into the search late 
Friday night by the Kern 
County Sheriff’s office who 
reported they had spotted 
the lost man’s car, aban¬ 
doned at the 8000 ft. level, 
west of Jawbone Canyon. 
Ten members of the Team 
responded. 

'The men drove to Kelso 
Valley and then were taken 
for two hours up the snow- 
covered dirt roads in snow 
cats to where Woods car was 
found. Dark clouds and 
chilling winds threatened a 
new snow fall.

Wait 'Til Your Father Gets 
Home is a game played by 
a mother with her children. 
Such women have grown up 
in families in which disci¬ 
pline was carried out by the 
head of the house rather 
than by both members of 
the marriage partnership. 

When the mother casts 
the father In the role of the 
law-maker and the heavy he 
becomes the villlFwi in fam¬ 
ily life who acts on cues 
given him by his wife. Such 
mothers also lose the respect 
of their children since they 
seem to be women who lean 
too heavily on their hus¬ 
bands; mothers who are un¬ 
able to stand on their own 
two feet. 

The child who mlsbe • 
haves In'the morning and is 
threatened with punishment 
by his father In' the even¬ 
ing Is condemnd to a long 
day of anxiety and fear. The 
mother loses the opportunity 
to discipline and to teach 
her child; to make peace 
with him In the morning 
and to enjoy a peaceful 
armistice during the day 
rather than to endure a cold 
war. 

Parents should represent a 
Tinited front to their chil¬ 
dren and both should Im¬ 
pose discipline since the 
child needs both a mother 
and father and he should 
lear.n to behave for both the 
father and the mother. 
Otherwise, the father is seen 
as the source of pain Find 
punishment While the moth¬ 
er becomes the source of 
threats, uncertainty and 
dread. 

Such mothers have usual¬ 
ly lived in families Itv 
which’ the mother weus also 
uncertain and vacillating. 

What is even worse, matiy 
mothers often fall to report 
the child’s delinquency to 
the father at the end ot the 
day with the result that the 
child goes scot free for his 
behavior but must endure 
the luner guilt which he ex¬ 
periences because he has 
done wrong hut is not dis¬ 
ciplined for breaking the 
mother’s rules.

Here’s a suggestion about 
SHRINKAGE ... a complex 
subject that deserves more 
discussion In future col 
umns. Most clothes you buy 
bear a manufacturer’s label 
indicating the percentage of 
maximum shrinkage. To the 
average person it doesn’t 
mean much to Know that 
the garment won’t shrink 
more than 1 per cent ... so 
translate this into inohes. 

If a dress has a waist 
width of, say, 25 inches and 
the shrinkage is 1 per cent, 
that means that the shrink¬ 
age in width will be 14 Inch 
or less. If it’s 50 inches long, 
it won’t shrink more than 16 
inch in length. This mini¬ 
mum shrinkage means your 
clothes will retain good fit. 
If the shrinkage goes up to 
2 per cent, be sure there is 
no risk of the garment get¬ 
ting too tight (2 per cent 
shrinkage on 25 inches Is 16 
inch, on 50 inohes, 1 inch, 
etc.) Any greater listed 
shrinkage should make you 
hesitate unless the garment 
is unusually loose fitting.
